SAN DIEGO (AP) - An unli- 
censed' doctor has been sen- 
tenced to IS years to life in prison 
for amputating the leg of an 
elderly man to satisfy the man’s 
sexual fedsli. ' 

John Ronald Brown, 77, was 
convicted last week of second- 
degree murder in October for the 

— 19M death ofPhilip Be n d y. 

The 79-year-old New York man 
paid Brown $10,000 to amputate 
his healthy leg to. satisfy bis-- 
apotcmnopnilia, a fetish involv- 
ing sexual ^tification from the 
removal of a Umb. 

Bendy died at a San Diego 
hotel two days later of gangrene 
poisoning. The op^tion was per- 
formed in Mexico.* 

Prior to his trial. Brown plcad- 
ed.guilfy to practicing meoidne 
without a license relating to 
seven shoddy sex-change opera- 
tions or.related treatments.

Although it may bc your first 
inclination, avoid choosing a fam- 
ily member to be the trustee. 

' “It's awkward for one family 
member to approach another for 
a distribution,” said Robert 
Phelps Jr., president of J.P. 
Morg^ Texas and an estates anil 
mists lawyer. “You need to think 
about it very carefully and think 
about the position you’re putting 
the family member in." 

You need to look for someone 
who is knowledgeable about busi- 
ness and investments. And antici- 
pate the unknown. 

“If you put discretionary lan- 
guage in the trust document, give 
the tnistce flexibility to deal with 
such things as remarriage (of 
your childi^) and lack of respon- 
sibility (on the part of your 
kids),” Phelps said. "To build in 
that flexibilily requires that you 
put a great deal of faith in your 
trustee.” 

Always give yourself an out 
with a trustee. 

"You want to create an instru- 
ment that will allow a dumgc in 
the trustee position if the dcci-

Phelps sold. “Put in a clause in 
the mist document that provides 
for ihd removal of a trustee, for 
.appointing successors."

.A staggering 91 percent of Americans 
feel that the holidays arc too commer- 
cialized and that the idea of peace on 
earth has been forgotten by too many 
people, according to a new poll by the 
Center for a New American Dream in 
Tokoma Park, Md., a nonprofit organiza- 
tion dmt promotes responsible consump- 
tion.
